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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Dalton: 

I herewith submit my first report as superin- 
tendent of your schools: 

The financial report for last year shows a deficit 
of $153.73. An appeal was made to the State Board 
of Education last spring for additional aid to pre- 
vent that deficit, and to Plymouth Normal School to 
assume a greater share of the high school expense. 
IT have assurance from the Commimssioner of Educa- 
tion that a lower tuition rate will be charged this 
year for high school pupils, and that the expense for 
fuel and janitor service in the high school building 
will be assumed by the state and the normal school. 
- This will reduce the cost of operating the high school 
by an amount of approximately $500.00. In making 
the budget for the next school year, on which the 
request for the school district appropriation is based, 
tuition has been reckoned at $70.00 per pupil instead 
of $85.00 as formerly. The fuel and janitor service 
for the high school have not been included in the 
budget presented. The total budget with these de- 
ductions is $9,595.00. Of this amount $2,797.40 
must be raised for the support of elementary schools. 
This is the $5.00 tax on the equalized valuation re- 
quired by law in order for the district to qualify for 
state aid. In addition, $2,768.14 including the items 
classified as administration, high school tuition, per 
capita tax, and repairs above approved amount must 
be paid by the district. These items make a total 
of $5,565.54. The state board will doubtless meet 
the additional expense for elementary schocls as 
long as the amounts for each item do not exceed the 
average expenditure throughout the state. The bal- 
ance at the close of this year will be about $375.00. 
Miscellaneous receipts during the next year wii! 
probably be about $100.00. The school board’s re- 
quest for an appropriation of $5,000.00 will be 
needed to operate the schools during the next year. 
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Dalton should take great pride in the progress 
of its school system during the past few years. 
Much credit is due Superintendent Morrison for his 
efforts in improving your elementary schools and in 
helping to establish the high school. Your school 
board, Commissioner Pringle, and President Silver 
of Plymouth Normal School have cooperated with 
Superintendent Morrison with the single purpose 
of offering the best possible education to your pupils 
of high school and junicr high school age. The will- 
ingness of Commissioner Pringle and Dr. Silver to 
further reduce the school district of expense for the 
high school is recognition of their interest in Dal- 
tcn’s youth and of a rural community’s need in this 
period of depression. It deserves your appreciation 
and your earnest efforts to cooperate fully for the 
maintenance of this school to the highest possible 
point of efficiency. 

The elementary schools all have good teachers. 
Miss Dorothy Britton was selected to suceed Miss 
Leary in the Union School. Miss Britton is a gradu- 
ate of Keene Normal, with a year’s previous study 
at Boston University, and with a year’s successful 
experience in a rural school in Bethlehem. She is 
doing excellent work in this school. All of your 
other teachers of last year were retained and have 
proved efficient in their respective schools. Mrs. 
Simonds resigned in December and Mrs. Natalie 
Tillotson was selected to succeed her. 

During the past summer extensive repairs were 
made in the Union and No. 9 school buildings. The 
interior of the No. 9 building was painted and the 
foundation was made more secure. The stone foun- 
dation at Union was replaced and cemented, new 
steps were built. and the grounds were much im- 
proved. Desks bought from Bethlehem will soon 
be placed in the Union and No. 1 buildings. 
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If the school at Scotts is to be continued the 
interior of that building should be painted during 
the coming summer. The outside should be painted 
if several years’ use of the building is contemplated. 
A general policy of spending a limited amount on 
repairs and improvements of buildings each year is 
wise. The State Board will approve for minor re- 
pairs and expenses a reasonable amount per build- 
ing provided it is not in excess of the average ex- 
penditure throughout the state. Any excess of the 
total for this item will have to be borne by the school 
district. 

An application for extensive improvements in 
the town building is on file in the office of the Civil 
Works Administration. If this application is ap- 
proved the cost to the district will be comparatively 
slight and the building will need but little additional 
expense for several years. 

In conclusion, a tribute of appreciation is due 
the memory of William F. Boyle. For several years 
he served the interests of your school district faith- 
fully and well. To him the education of the boys and 
girls of Dalton was your most important undertak- 
rues
